Armed Forces Day in Torrance has become an annual 

e\ent which seems to grow in popularity each year. Yester­ 
day's parade and subsequent festivities were no exception.

It has become popular with many to overlook the part 
played by the peacetime soldier who helps maintain the 
never ceasing vigilance against the enemy. Armed Forces 
Day serves to remind the many who participated even as 
spectators, that America remains on the alert in a world 
beset with enemies without and within.

The part played by the City of Torrance and the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce in arranging this annual celebration is 
worth noting, too. Together the city officials and officers 
of the Chamber help give spectacular and effective recogni­ 
tion to this deserved tribute to the men and women who 
tcrve in the Armed Forces of their country.

Battle Against Crime
This last week has been observed at National Police 

Week, an effort to help hard worked and courageous law 
enforcement agencies, such as our own Torrance Police 
Department, reduce crime and improve the moral and 
spiritual standards of the United States.

One of the great purposes of the observance, as pro­ 
claimed by the President of the United States, is to reduce 
all types of crime, but especially juvenile delinquency en­ 
tirely too prevalent in our local area because of Torrance's 
proximity to waterfronts and beaches.

Juveniles from 10 to 18 years of age last year accounted 
for 48.6 per cent of arrests tor burglary; 49.8 per cent 
of the arrests for larceny: and 23 4 per cent of the arrests 
lor robbery.

Nearly one-half of the 1.9 million arrested for 
murder-rape - robbery - aggravated assault   burglary - lar­ 
ceny and auto theft were under 18. according to J. Edgar 
Hoover. FBI director.

Not only are juvenile delinquency crimes Increasing at 
in alarming rate, but their crimes are becoming much 
more violent. This is a problem for all parents to ponder, 
to pray about and on which to take action.

Think of it. even our girls are engaging in more crime. 
Last year girls accounted for one out of five offenses which 
brought juvenile court action.

Most informed citizens will agree that there is need 
for respect for law and duly constituted authority. They 
are cornerstones of our republican form of government.

Informed local citizens also will agree that the requests 
for additional patrolmen, working in the field, are urgently 
needed In Torrance. The jurisdiction of the Torrance Police 
Department covers nearly 20 square miles and imposes on 
ever increasing demand for proper policing. The request 
for additional officers, to bring the personnel up to the 
national standard, seems to warrant very serious considera­ 
tion in the budget shortly to be compiled for the impending 
final year.

Oil and Its Dependents
"We need to tell the (percentage depletion) story to 

the American people, but we need first to tell the story 
to those whose livelihood and welfare depend upon a 
healthy oil industry."

One might reasonably assume that these are the words 
of an oil industry spokesman. But they aren't. They are 
those of U. S. Senator Monroney of Oklahoma. And he 
knows whereof he speaks.

Whose livelihood and welfare "depend upon a healthy 
oil industry 1"' Obviously, it is virtually every family in the 
land owners of automobiles, boats, farm equipment, etc.. 
plus those who work for oil companies of one kind or 
another, or have savings Invested In them. But the matter 
goes much farther than this. The power, authority and 
security of any major nation In today's world depends very 
greatly on oil a fact which Is known to the Soviet Union, 
and which lies behind the "oil offensive" it is conducting 
as an increasingly Important part of Its cold war with the 
West. Without an adequate and totally dependable oil sup­ 
ply no nation can hope for security. And the national econ­ 
omy rests in a major degree upon a huge and unfaltering 
flow of oil.

Percentage depletion which amounts to a 27Mi per 
cent credit against federal income taxes for oil producers, 
and producers only is one of the established means which 
assures that flow. It is essential for two primary reasons. 
One, the best of oil wells become exhausted and must be 
replaced, at heavy cost. Second, the search for oil is one of 
the most risky of enterprises, with one wildcat well in nine 
producing anything at all. If these necessary risks are to b» 
taken, an incentive must be offered.

There have been many past efforts to reduce and even 
eliminate percentage depletion. All have failed l*t this 
wise precedent be maintained.

Virginia Court Contempt 
Ruling Given an Airing

H

About a year ago   Negro 
named Johnson entered a 
traffic court In Richmond. 
Virginia, where Negroes and 
whites are separated by an 
aisle. The seating arrange­ 
ment is traditional and en­ 
forced in some Southern 
states, though not in several 
of them. Johnson sat on the 
white side and a bailiff or­ 
dered him to leave. When he 
refuted, he witi escorted to 
the bench. The judge ordered 
his arrest and convicted him 
of contempt. On appeal to a 
higher court he wu agiln 
convicted and fined 110.

The Virginia Supreme 
Court refused to hear an ap­ 
peal on the ground the con­ 
viction and penalty was 
"plainly right."

Recently the United States 
Supreme Court by unanimous 
decision voided Johnson's 
conviction, holding segrega­ 
tion In a courtroom Is uncon­ 
stitutional.

In an unsigned opinion the 

high court said: "It Is no 
longer open to question that 
a state may not constitution­ 
ally require segregation of 
public facilities . . . segrega­ 
tion in a court of justice Is 
a manifest violation of the 
state's duty to deny no one 
equal protection under Its 
laws."

Richmond authorities In 
their appeal brief railed tome 
Interesting points They ar­ 
gued In effect that the pur­ 
pose of courtroom segrega­ 
tion it to prevent race fric­ 
tion, and to preserve order 
and decorum, that desegrega­ 
tion of spectators as a right 
implied a right also to ap­ 
plaud, take pictures, smoke or 
otherwise disturb court pro­ 
ceedings. "A judge is like a 
captain of a ship, and his rule 
it abtolute." 

It requires little logic to

perceive the Irrelevancy of 
these arguments, and the 
shipboard analogy is plain 
nonsense.

Southern states which have 

retained courtroom segrega­ 
tion accepted the decision 
without the protests which 
have marked other integra­ 
tion rulings, with the expect­ 
ed Mississippi exception. In 
Jackson, a judge named Me- 
Gowan, aald, "We'll continuo 
to run our courtroom! like 
isle) we have ... until we are 
Invaded."

(Jackson was last Invaded 
100 years ago this month by 
General Grant's armies in 
the Vicksburg Campaign.)

The desegratlon determina­ 
tion of the United States 
moves slowly, but It accumu­ 
late! matt and Inevitability. 
It Is spotty, touching a thous­ 
and aspects of race relations, 
in a thousand regions, not all 
of them In the South.

The 1902 Annual Report of 

Holt, Rlnchart and Wlntton. 
Inc., publishers. Is in the 
hands of Its shareholders. It 
is a story of corporate life  
net sales In thousands of dot- 
lart (a gain over 1061) both 
before and after Federal tax­ 
es. A downtown New York 
firm of certified public ac­ 
countants prepared It. There 
Is a statement of consolidated 
earned surplus; contingent 
liabilities and commitments; 
depreciation and amortization 
of equipment and leasehold 
improvements . . .

But shining out of this fis­ 
cal mumbo-jumbo is a liter­ 
ary touch rare In such docu­ 
ments. In this csse it Is one 
of almost stunning grace  
a tribute to Robert Frost, 
whose association with Holt 
began In 1015 with hit first 
hook In America, "North of 
Boston," and continued to 
  In the Clearing," one of 
Holt's current auccetset.

In the company report, for­ 
warded by Its president, Al­ 
fred C. Edwards, we find this 
anecdote from the counting 
house:

"In 1028, when the shares 

of our predbcessor corpora­ 
tion, Henry Holt & Co., were 
first made publicly available. 
Robert Frost wst presented 
with certificate No. 1 for 18 
shares. Poet-like, he prompt­ 
ly misplaced the original cer­ 
tificate. It was recently din- 
covered by his executor in sn 
old trunk in Frost's bedroom 
in Cambridge, Mass., still en­ 
closed in the original regis- 
tered-mail envelope, post­ 
marked January 2.

Section 11503 (formerly 

Section 4504) of the Callfor- 
nla Election Code requires 
the reporting of "all money 
contributed, loaned, or ex­ 
pended, directly or Indirectly, 
by the candidate or treasurer 
or through any other person, 
in aid of the candidate's nom­ 
ination or election." and "the 
names of all persons who. 
paid, loaned, contributed or 
otherwise furnished such 
money. . . ."

The average layman would 
probably Interpret this exist­ 
ing law as meaning the 
amounta of Individual con­ 
tributions to campaigns 
should be reported. Several 
years ago. many candidates 
believed that was what the 
law Mid.

For example, in the June 

primary election In 1058, the 
Northern California Commit­ 
tee for William Knowland for 
Governor listed Individual 
contributions in Its official re­ 
ports. So did the committee 
for the Democratic candidate 
for attorney general. Robert 
McCarthy, and Republican 
candidate for the tame office. 
Csspsr Welnbergcr.

At the same election, the 
committee for Governor 
Goodwln Knight, running for 
the Republican nomination 
for U. S. senator, listed th» 
Individual amounts contrib­ 
uted by donors to his cam­ 
paign.

A notable exception was 
the committee for guberna­ 
torial candidate Edmund G. 
Brown, who was then attor­ 
ney general. In Brown's case. 
Individual contributions were 
not disclosed.

In August. 1058, Attorney 

General Brown Issued a rul­ 
ing that state Isw does not re­ 
quire the disclosure of Indi­ 
vidual contributions. Accord-

He often remarked how 
proud he was of 'his firm,' 
and whenever reminded of 
the market value of his hold­ 
ings would joke: 'Don't tell 
me I might go and buy an­ 
other farm.'"

In a poem called "New 
II a in p s h i r e," incidental­ 
ly, Robert Frost viewed the 
market-place In another way: 
"Do you know, 
Considering the market,

there are more 
Poems produced than any

other thing'.' 
No wonder poets sometimes

have to SEEM 
So much more business-like

than business men. 
Their wares are so much

harder to get rid of."

The current rule for travelers abroad. You can bring 
back (or have sent as unaccompanied baggage) $100 worth 
of things you buy without paying duty.

You can also send gifts of value under $10 every day, 
as many as you like, so long as you don't send more than 
one each day to the same person.

Now if you run over the $100 (those under-$10-gifts 
are not charged to your $100 exemption; just what you 
bring or have sent as unaccompanied baggage) you may 
wonder what to pay on. What has the lowest duty.
